At present, despite 
Soviet efforts to purchase copper abrcad, there 1s scarcely any of this cable.

wire and cable manufacturing firms in Austria under Soviet administration (fiiener 
Kabel~ und Metallwerke; Ariadne Draht- und Katelwerke; Draht und Kabel Sichter- 
mann 4.3.3 Felten & Guilleaune) report a monthly production at vresent of 200 km 
of conducting wire (Stromleitune).
